There is yet another evil to whitch I have fre- 
quently called your attention, and that is the 
ainrming prevalence and increase of gambling 
carried on in the very heart vi our cily, aud loca- 
ted upon our most prominent tho ough far 5 
The excuse for not breaking up these gambling 
houses, Which are a disgrace to our city, by the 
(ficers of the law, and even ourccurts of justices 
is that these places have inier and outer doors, 
which cannot be reached by the officers of the 
law: yet these doors are known to swing wide 
open day and night, as if to invite our uusus 
peciiig young Men from the city and country. 
where they are known to frequentand are being 
uined daily. 

It is here that the laboring man is roped in and 
robbed of his weekly earnings, and their wives 
avd helpless children Ceprived of the necessaries 
of life Yonr duty as officers of the iaw shali be 
to use every effort in your power to suppress bis 
great crime and cause the guilty par 
ties to be carried before the gravd jury 
aud courts for the punishment they s0 
richly deserve. In order to break up this evil, 
you should also present to the grand jury owuers 
of property who rent to gemblers, for they are 
violators of the law ip keepingand maintaining 
these dens, and are equally guilty with the 
gamblers themselves. The seiling of iottery 
tickets is another species of gamb.ing, and the 
vendors should be dealt with in the same man 
per as the others : 

You should make itso hot for the landlords 
and their present lepants that the landlords wil) 
seek apotber class of renters, and the present 
tenants seek otherand more honorable occupa 
uons 

This makes your duties as officers clearly de- 
fined, aud 1 believe! speak the undivided senti- 
meuts of the board, when I say that if the present 
force should fall to carry out these laws, we wiil 
get men who will do their duty, 

Mayor English, wih several members of 
the cliy council, Was present, and being 
e*lled upon addressed the force also. He 
said: 

Mr, Chairman :You have so fulty covered the 
ground, there is very little left for metosay. 1 
heartily ‘ndorse all you have said to the police 
fo cea: drecommend your suggestions to them 
as most worthy their respect and gbservance. | 
am satisfied thatthe branch of the city govern- 
ment represented by me, will sustain you and 
your board in all'y: ur efforts for the public good. 

To the officers a. d members of the force | suge 
gest thatin order to render yourselves useful and 
¢e ficient you shonid have a thorough knowledge 
of the laws and ordinances of the city. Witbout 
this Lnowledge you cannot well discharge your 
duty and with this knowkdge yeu cap ard 
doubtiess will make good and satisfactory ofti- 
Cials. 

I recognize the most of you as men whom | have 
long Known as good,sober and respectable citizens 
and men whom I would trustanywhere I haope 
it will be your pride to so discharge your duty as 
to merit the approbation of our law-abiding 
community. 

Mr Dodd has called your attention to the fact 
thai at humerous places in this city the laws oi 
the state are being constantly and openly violated 
and has asked you to give eil such places specia) 
attention. I also earnestly ask you to do so 
Such places shou.d not be allowed 
to exist in this city, and =I am 
satisfied our good people do not desire it, a: d 
will not longer toleratethem. The best evidence 
of an efficient discha of duty by you wil! be 
the immediate discontinuaoce of al! such places 
] hope you will all enter upon the discharge o: 
vour duty in a proper spirit, and that harmony 
w.ll prevail among officers and men. 

The force was then divided into two 
watches by Chief Anderson and at once 
assumed the meen a8 of their duties. The 
board is firm in the belief that they have 
given the city the best®police force it has 
ever had, P

House 
Death under any circumstances fs terrible, but 

when one, in the prime of life dies away from 

home, amid strangers, with no one near to hear 
the last words of farewel!, death is indeed bor

Thus it was that Major J. W Pegram, a well 
k own Virginia gentieman, died yemerday at the

Seturday, the 19:h of March M.jor Pegram 
came to Allenta, and stoppipg atthe Kimball 
house, was assigned to room 11) Then he w 8 
well and strong, but soon afier his arriva! he be 
gan complaining, and alth ugh every attention 
was given him by Mr scoville and » bost ol! 
friends he had in Atlanta, he grew gradually 
worse until yesterday, when death ended ais 
sufferings 

Major Pegram was well kuown throughout the 
south, and many a sigh will be heard 
when it is learned that his warm 
impulsive. generous heart beats no more Hi: 
Wasa majorin the confederate army, and with 
his sword for bis guard won distinction in ihe 
late war. His brothers were also officers in the 
conf derate serviee, and mauy were the deeds of 
bravery they performed. Pegram, the boy ar 
tilierist, who gave his life on the soilof his 
pative state, was his brother, but no braver was 
he than the Pegram who died yesterday at the 
Kimball. 

His home wasin Richmond, Virginia, where 
bis aged mother resides aud whither 
the body goes to-Cay There in 
Greenwood cemetery besides his two brothers 
who fougbt by hisside during the war, the valiant 
Pegram wlil be laid o rest. 

At the time of his death Major Pegram was 
engeged as traveling salesman for P  Lorrillard 
& Uo., and in the interest of his Louse came to 
Atianta. During his iliuesshe was attended by 
Dr. Nicholson, whose assiduous  attel- 
jon is truly - praiseworthy. Mr. Fcovilie 
of the Kimball also did ali in his powe1 to relieve 
bis guest and when his friends telegraphed 
instructions for the transmittal of the 
body to Richmond he delegated his brother, 
Mr D. H. Scoville, tocarry the corpse through. 

The last moments of thedying man were spent 
with Captain John Mulledge, of this city He 
aud bis estimable lady knew Major Pegram and 
bis family years ago and to them wasgiven the 
( ffice of soothing the dying man’sagony. Major 
Pegram was about forty years of age.
